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<3“ Throughout the recent war the heart* of 
patriots trembled lest there should never be a 
cordial re-union of the States which had contti- 
toted the Republic. Thousands felt that the 
vk fence ol the straggle would prevent a fatue 
hearty support from the Southum prt>plc of the 
Federal Government. We, however, have con- 
stantly maintained that, though the strife, while 
U lasted, shoo’d be of the most bitter charac- 
ter, the people of both sections would accept Its 
logical result* and re-establish oar national in- 
tegrity n;«>n a basis even more secure than it 
bad ratted opt® before. We believed this from 
the taot that, whan brave and true men fight, 
they invariably accept the result* of the con- 
flict and thence proceed to establish a new and i 
permanent friendship. 

In the late war the rebel* exhibited as much 
esmrage a* Aid the Union men; both fought 
with consummate chivalry. And now that the 
armed struggle ha* ceased the true men of both 
sections manliest perfect readiness to repair the 
injuries of war by adopting measure* of peace.

And now. if the people 
of the States far South are readv to accept that 
result, why should the people of Keutncky fight 
against It? If the' fight they must low: they 
cannot pnwfbly gain anything. If tbev join in 
with the South they can settle the whole ques- 
tion, and that satisfactorily and forever.

As they will be 
equally free In allot the States, they will have 
no reason to leave their present places of abode 
cn that account, and there is not the slightest 
piot ability or any good reason in the nature of 
tbe facts of the cose for believing that they wilL 
The ms«ea of blacks will unquestionably re- 
main where they are. Their local attachments, 
tt Is well known, are very strong; and if tt were 
otherwise they will not have the means of 
traveling to any very great extent. The men will 
net as a rule leave their wives and children 
behind them, and the great expense of removing 
these from one State te another equally free Will 
dt ter them from doing it. Besides, * hat induce- 
mints can they have te leave the neighbor- 
hoods and faces long familiar to them and push 
out among entire strangers to them with a j 
better prospects in the new than in the old 
places? The Idea is an absurdity, a gas bag 
lighter than air, a thing that oollapsea at the 
first puncture, a secession sophistry, and, like 
all scce&lon vagaries, destined to evaporate the 
moment the sun light of reason and common [ 
sense is let in upon it.

As A mm* ntrw Rwrmi —We hare received 
on advance copy of an addrew to the people of 
tbe Doited State* adopted recently at a public 
meeting in Faoeuil Hall, Boeton, aad signed by 
Tbaophilu Parson*, a well known editor, au- 
thor, aad Professor of Law in Harvard Univer- 
sity. Cambridge, as President, and about fifty 
««i— i citizen* of that city and vicinity. It Is 
elegantly written, and if devoid of passion or 
Tbe subject of tbe address is the 
present condition of tbe eonntry aad tbe restora- 
tion of tbe States lately in revolt to their nor 
mal condition in the Union. 

Boston ha* been the source of much sectional 
foUy in yean past, and there are many who are 
ready to cry out bigot and fanatic whenever Its 
name to mentioned. We coulee* to no special 
dympatbtaa for It, and yet lta “solid men’’ poe- 
ms weight. Its burin*** men exhibit marvelous 
enterprise, while toe scholars, orators, and 
writers are known and respected wherever the 
Soglkh language is need. Its “ocean birds,” 
Mil P recti* once styled tbe ships of New 
England, flit over every sea, while its “notions’ 
sad inventions are found alike in the marble 
Palace* and tbe log cabins of every State In the 
Union, and in nearly every other portion of the 
Civilised world. 

Whoever ha* walked the clean streets of Bos- 
ton— and we wish our Louisville City Fathers 
would go there and take a few lessons on this 
subject— noted the number, variety, and ele- 
gance of ite private dwelling*, ite public build- 
ing?. Hr art galleries, and temples of learning; 
Who bar observed Its general thrift and neat, 
nam, strolled over ite beautiful and classic Com- 
mon; who has seen tbe many picturesque and 
lovely country retreats that abound In ite neigh- 
borhood. and who takes Into tbe account the 
literary, scientific, political and religious jour- 
nals and publications of various descriptions 
Which even day and almost every hour tbe press- 
es of the “modem Athens’ send forth, and who, 
lastly, bears the music of Ite vast and varied 
machinery, and tbe ceaseless hum of its Indus, 
try, ministering to tbe enlightenment and com- 
fort of multitudinous millions; we say he who 
■res and bear* and notes all this, will teei no 
disposition to sneer at Boston, or if so, the 
sneer will only show his own boo ri* finest aud 
barbarous nature. 

But this I* e digression. Let us return to the 
“Address.” for li concerns the people of Ken- 
tacky a* well as thowwf every Southern State. 
It deals with the question* we have been discass- 
fog and whose end is not yet. They will come 
ap in the next Congress aad perhaps may ex- 
tend Into the next Presidential election Though 
the war is closed, many questions growing out 
of U yet remain, and In them are in solved the 
interests, the happiness, and self-preservation 
«f the Southern people. 

We may mate the gist of tbe add re* before 
os in this condensed proposition: Unless suffrage 
and the rights of citizenship In general are be- 
stowed upon the freed men of the South, the 
spirit of secession will be re4nfused into the 
States, the old slavery agitators will obtain 
power in some form, the country will be In con* 
atant jeopardy, and what should be the substan- 
tial fruits of the war will be lost. To obviate 
this, the authors of the pamphlet take ground 
against the “immediate restoration of the rebel 
States to the exercise of full State authority,” 
aad in favor of keeping them in a state 
of pupilage and control either by the direct 
military power of the General Govern- 
ment. or through the exercise of civil author ty 
derived from the President, aad not from 
the people of tbe States concerned. It is freely 
admitted that stiff age and many other ques- 
tions relating to citiarasbip came properly un- 
der the authority of tbe State government-, but 
a strong conviction Is expressed that. 1 these 
question* are now remitted to tbe States la 
qussrinr before they have resumed their func- 
tion* as State*, slavery will not in reality be 
eurraodered, and that whaa the Slates are once 
more in their proper orbits, the Genera'. Gov- 
ernment cannot touch such matter* Tbe sign- 
er* to the addre w are alarmed by the efforts of 
the slavery reactionist* hare and elsewhere, and 
for thi* reason they are In favor of guarding 
against future danger now before the States 
have resumed their proper relation* to the Fed- 
eral Govern men by bestowing tbe rights of 
c tisenahlp upon tbe freedmen of tbe South. 
They are for keeping the State* where they are 
until this Is done. U they could be convinced 
that tbe Southern people accept in good faith 
the fact of freedom and that they will carry ft 
out practically without evasion, these Boston 
representative* of a growing public sentiment 
would be perfectly willing that ail the subjects 
coming properly within the purview of State 
authority should be passed upon by each au- 
thority without Interference from other State* 
or by Federal power. They exp roe* the utmost 
sympathy for President Johnson in hi* praise- 
worthy efforts to re- establish self-government 
In tbe Southern Slues, and yet they “cannot 
conceal our [ their] apprehension* that the ex- 
periment will fail,” and for the reason* already 

Oar reader* will peroetve In a most vivid light 
from the foregoing the truth of what we have be- 
fore told them aa to the malign influence* which 
the eta very reactionist* in Kentucky and other 
Stater are exerting Tbe seen who have put 
forth thi* addrew to tbe people of tbe Bulled 
Slatm do not beiong, evidently, with one or

Kfjtttckt Statesmen oh Blatert. — O nly a 
few years ago, comparatively, many of the 
ablest and most influential statesmen of Ken- 
tucky took decided ground fa favor of abolish- 
ing slavery, and what they said about the insti- 
tution then is far more applicable to Us condi- 
tion now than ever before. The people of this 
State revere the memory of the sage of Ash- 
land, and can never disregard his advice upon 
any question in which their own Interests arc 
involved. February 17, fa 1849, Mr. Clay ad- 
dressed a letter from New Orleans to Mr. Rich- 
ard Findell, of Lexington, in this State, in 
which he said: 

“Tbe slaveholder would also liberally thare in 
the general benefits accruing to the whole State 
from tbe extinction of slavery,” and summed 
tip a* among those benefits the following: ” We 
shall acquire the advantages of the diligence, 
the fidelity, and the constancy of free labor, in- 
stead of tbe carelessne**, the infidelity, and the 
ntu-teadiness of slave labor; we shall elevate the 
character ot white labor, and elevate the social 
condition of the white laborer, augment the 
value of our lands, improve the agriculture of 
the State, attract capital from abroad to all the 
pursuits of commerce, manufactures, and agri- 
culture; redress, as far and as fast as we pru • 
dently can, any wrongs which the descendants 
(f Africa have suffered at onr hands; aad we 
should demonstrate the sincerity with which we 
pay indiscriminate homage to the great cause of 
the liberty of the human rase.” 

The foregoing language of Mr. Clay embraces 
a clear and practical view ot the superiority of 
free over slave labor, and fa strict consistency 
wftb it we are now daily urging the people of 
Kentucky to remove from the midst of them 
the fragments of an institution from which no 
future benefit to the Commonwealth can be pos- 
sibly realized. 

Locking to the material interests of Ken- 
tucky, Thomas F. Marshall said in 1849: 

Slavery is ruinous to tbe whites; it retards im- 
provement, roots out an industrious population, 
banishes the yeomanry of the country; deprives 
tbe spinner, tbe weaver, tbe smith, the shoema- 
ker. the carpenter, of employment and support. 

Hon. Garrett Davis is now canvassing the 
central portion of Kentucky, denouncing eman- 
cipation fa the most violent terms. In 1840, 
however, when be represented his district in 
Congress, he prepared a speech which he in- 
tended but failed to deliver fa the House of Re- 
presentatives, being unhappily denied the op- 
portunity of doing so. He had the speech pub- 
lished, however, and circulated among his con- 
stituents, and from it we make the following 
significant extract. Mr. Davis said: 

I admit that slavery is the fruitful source of 
many social aad moral evil*; and if mv flat 
could eradicate it from America, and translate 
all African slaves to tne land of their forefathers, 
another sun should not rise to reveal this blotch 
on my country's escutcheon. * * * 

1 myself believe tbe mandate has gone forth, 
tl at favoluntan servitude shall cea*e to exist in 
Christendom. It was pronounced when Somer- 
set wa* adjudged to have become free by touch- 
ing tbe soil ot England; and tbq process of its 
execution is seen fa the abolition of the slave 
trade upon the high seas, first bv the United 
Biates, then by Great Britain, and subsequently, 
with a single exception, by all the maritime 
powers of the world; in most of Christendom 
having declar ed that trade to be oiraev. and in 
the abolition of slavery in the British West In- 
dian Islands. France is preparing to abrogate 
it fa her colonies; and it is in the course of 
event* that it shall goon to its final consumma- 
tion. The measures of these people will form 
obstacle* to its progress, but its onward march 
is certain and reetetls*— though it must be slow, 
a* was that of civilization U|«n a barbaric and 
benighted world. It will be first swept from 
tbe agricultural States, and will linger long and 
obstinately fa those that grow cotton. That 
great staple will never be cultivated but to a 
limited extent by free, particularly bv white 
labor; and whenever slavery ceases in the 8ta-.es 
that grow it, as a necessary consequence, those 
that are agricultural will lose the principal 
market for their stock, their meats, and their 
breadstuffs. 

There is a powerful combination of the prfaci- 

S 1 interest* of those great sections of the Con- 
st- racy, to perpetuate slavery in the cotton 
region. When and how it is to yield finally, is 
deep fa the future, and known only to Om- 
niscience. If a conjecture might be allowed, it 
would not be unreasonable to say that the black 
dynasties that will, before another centurv, 
have established an nndisputed * wav in all the 
islands of the West Indie*, will open wide their 
arm* to receive the migratory hosts of their 
race, wLicb will roll from our continent like 
waves across the Caribbean Sea. 

The view of slavery expressed by Mr. Davis 
fa 1840 was signally prophetic, aud we have 
reached the period in which the truth of tbe 
words then uttered by him is to be folly de- 
monstrated. 

In 1849, during the memorable canvas for the 
State Convention, Hon. Joseph R. Underwood 
earnestly advocated emancipation, and in one 
of his fpoaj b a*, disco— i»* the subject, he said: 
Ac It exk-t* among us, it Is prejudicial to the 
general happiness and interest of tbe people, 
injurious to our children, dangerous to our 
country, and immoral in ite tendencies — a great 
evil-wrong in its origin, injurious to both 
races, both white and black, and it ought to be 
terminated. 

I owe it to my country, my children, and my- 
self to insist upon some constitutional provision 
printing to its termination. Causes are dailv 
accumulating which must end fa the liberation 
of tbe slave; the time rapidly approaches when 
in Kentucky slave labor will be superseded by 
tree labor, and even then It will be more profit- 
able to the farmer to cultivate his farm by free 
labor It is Dot at all surprising that so many 
slaveholders lose their estate and become bank 
rapt, for our slaves do not by their labor pay 
legal interest on their value. Those societies 
are most prosperous where laborers are free and 
governed by their interests and their contracts 
n the performance ot service. It is free labor 
which builds up cities and towns and manu- 
facturing and mechanical establishments, and 
Louisville to-day would be ahead of Cincinnati 
had there never' been a slave fa Kentucky. 

Let the people of Kentucky ponder the words 
of Henry Clay, Thomas F. Marshall, Garrett 
Davis, and Judge Underwood, for they are 
words of 6o be rn es6 and truth. The advice 
given to Kentucky by them should now be acted 
upon, that our Bute may enter at once upon a 
new era of progress, of peace, and of wealth.

The present na- 
tional debt Is something like twenty-eight hun- 
dred million*; and when tbe army and navy are 
paid off and reduced to a peace footing, and 
when tbe railroad companies and contractors 
are all paid, the debt will somewhat exceed 
three thousand millions of dollars. 

itb due economy hereafter, tbe country can 
er sily stand this much more easily than Great 
Britain stands her debt. Our yearly interest 
may be equal to hers or even greater, but our 
capacity to pay is two or three times as great 
as hers. Think of the vast difference in earn- 
ing* between the populations of the two coun- 
tries. 

(S'Tbe bitter rebels in North Carolina are 
impatient to have tbe Federal troops withdrawn 
from that State. The Raleigh Progress, a loyal 
paper, has been clamorously asked when this is 
to be done. The Progress answers, not until 
treasonable utterance, disaffection, and threats 
of what will be done to avenge the wounded 
pride of secession, shall cease.

The Great QrEanoN Before Us. — G overnor 
Sharkey, of Mississippi, in his inaugural ad- 
dress to the people of that State, Issued at Jack- 
son, July 1st, appeal* to them to take the am- 
nesty oath, and r< turn In good faith to their al- 
legiance to tbe national Government. We quote 
from it the following: 

Why should they now hesitate or doubt, since 
slavery has ceased to be a practical question? 

It was the ostensible cause of the war, and the 
issue has been decided. Now it is the part of 
manhood and of honor to submit without a 
murmnr. The negroes are now free; free by 
the fortunes of war, free by the proclamati m, 
free by common consent, free practically as well 
as theoretically, and it is too late to raise techni- 
cal question* as to the means by which they be- 
came fo; besides, it would be bad policy now to 
undertake to change their condition if we could 
do so. It would be nothing less than an effort 
to establish slavery where it does not exist; 
therefore, lei ns cordially unite to organize our 
State government so that we may by legislation 
prepare ourselves to live in peace, prosperity, 
and happiness in the changed condition of our 
domestic relations. 

Gov. Sharkey recently stated that he hid lost 
some seventy negroes by the war, and yet de- 
clared that, so help him God, be would not if he 
could, re-establish slavery In this country. He 
has lived in the midst of the horrors of war for 
nearly five years; he has seen and felt them, and 
he is unwilling that the disturbing element 
shall be re-established to become the means of 
any future conflict. He takes the ground oc- 
cupied by every intelligent, candid man in the 
United States, that slavery is dead. Any effort in 
ite favor is therefore an attempt to revive it, to 
re-establish slavery where practically and vir- 
tually it does not exist. This can never suc- 
ceed, but those who are apparently attempting 
it may succeed fa bringing new and almost in- 
finite evils upon the country, but more especial- 
ly upon those States where slavery has hereto- 
fore existed. This is what the people of those 
States have to fear; and it is not a baseless ap- 
prehension. There are many bad, desperate 
men remaining in the country, whose hands 
are red with the blood of the innocent, 
and whose hearts are full of the gall of hatred, 
who have few ties, and who are perfectly reck- 
less as to what may befall the country. They 
are its enemies and the enemies of its people. 1 
They are ready to cry havoc, and let slip the 
dogs of war. They gloat over scenes of blood. 
Having no inclination for honest industry, they 
are ready for anything that holds out to them 
tbe hope of plunder and the means of living 
without work. Soured by disappointment, and 
fearieg the sword of justice, which they feel is 
justly suspended over them, they constitute ele- 
ments of disturbance and crime, and are but 
too willing to be used to further the schemes of 
more intelligent and aspiring demagogues. 
Such men, we admit, form only a small propor- 
tion of the whole population of the South, but 
they are numerous enough and bod enough, 
with proper or improper encouragement, to 
cause serious trouble. They are to a man in 
faTor of slavery, and not unfrcqaently let slip 
the avowal that it is not dead, or if it is that 
they will resuscitate it. These men aud those 
who keep them in countenance by taking the 
position that the “slavery question is yet un- 
solved,” make the South unquiet, fill her with 
Federal soldiers, create necessity for authority 
that rests upon military power, and retaid tbe 
period when the States can come again into the 
peaceful possession of the principles and prac- 
tices of self-government, the cardinal idea upon 
which our iB?titntio®s are founded, and dear to 
every right-thiakinf American citizen. 

What frightful horrors the merest hand- 
ful of infatuated wretches whose minds have 
been poisoned, can bring upon the coun- 
try, let the history of the late assassination bear 
witness. Scattered through the Southern States 
and the border slave States, such persons exist 
to-day. During the war they were guerrillas 
and nondescript desperadoes preying with cool [ 
indifference and depraved cruelty upon any 
and every party, and professing any faith that 
best subserved their purposes for the time be- 
ing. I* it right for politicians to hold out the 
hope of present or future disturbances to such 
enemies of the common weal? Is it reputable 
or honorable to seek to obtain place and power 
by such means ? Is it not fraught with danger 
to the best Interests of the Southern people ? 

I* it true that slavery is not in reality dead, and 
is It proper or safe to tell such creatures so ? In 
view of all the facts and circumstat^. of 
equation in the heretofore slave States, are the 
minds of snch persons In a condition to be yet 
further inflamed without running the risk of 
jeoparding the peace and order of those 
States ? They are told that the Government 
has become a practical despotism; that it has 
no right to Interfere wijh slavery; that the in- 
stitution Is as much In legal existence now as 
it ever was, and that the Governors and other 
officers appointed in the various States by the 
President have no proper authority to execute 
the proclamation of emancipation. Fired by 
these oft repeated and grave charges, 
what if some of the cut-throats Jal- 
luded to should form conspiracies to 
assassinate these Presidential appointees, and 
should succeed in earning their hellish pur- 
poses into execution? Are such conspiracies 
am more Improbable than was that to murder 
Abraham Lincoln? Have the honorable gen- 
tlemen who are prolonging this slavery agita- 
tion aolelv for the hope of getting into office 
by it reflected upon the possibilities of evil that 
may grow out of their persistent course? Are 
they not exciting dangerous passions? Are 
they not holding out hopes to the disloyal that 
must, in tbe nature of things, prove delusive 
when they tell them that slavery is not dead? 
Their motives are good, they tell us, and they 
do not mean any harm. Will that prevent 
men whose motives are not good and who do 
intend harm from acting upon their sugges- 
tions and bringing harm out of them? 

The slavery reactionists In Kentucky are in- 
curring very serious responsibilities. They are 
looked upon fa the other States as the cham- 
pions of the re-establishment of slavery 
throughout the 8outh. They give enoourage- 
ment to the disaffected and restless spirits who 
do not accept the free basis as final, and who 
are ready for any new complications or convul- 
sions that may give them hopes of overturning 
it. The opponents of the Amendment, there- 
fore, create perpetual sources of revolution or 
attempts at revolution, whether they intend it 
or not. Should any great excitement take 
place through the perpetration of a revolting 
crime, their words and position might be 
fonnd more significant than they intend, and 
produce disasters of which they do not dream. 

It is dangerous to feed the tiger with fresh 
blood when be is unchained. It is unsafe to 
rouse passions into new phrenzy that have not 
yet been allated. 

If the Constitutional Amendment be rejected 
by tbe people of this State, it will be taken as 
evidence that they do not intend to submit to 
tte free basis, and the reactionists throughout 
the South will hail the event as the tocsin of 
war against the Ec’-tlcd policy of the Govern- 
ment, a policy which there is no power on 
earth competent to reverse. It cannot be 
doubted that such rejection will give new life, 
virulence, and strength to every element of 
disloyalty, dissatisfaction, and strife now exist- 
ing fa any Southern State. And all for what? 
Any hope of finally defeating the Amendment? 
Not the ghost of any. Every educated man 
knows that to be Impossible. It is for the mis- 
erable aud sole purpose of enabling a few am- 
bitions men to get into office! For this we risk 
the dangers of new outbreaks. For this we 
jeopard the dearest Interests of thousands of 
families not only here but throughout the 
South, for a spark In Kentucky may ignite 
every Southern State. 

Will the people, the reasoning, thinking, en- 
lightened people of this renowned old Com 
monwealth give countenance to so hazardous a 
proceeding? Will they, for the sake of grati- 
fying the ambition of a handful of politicians, 
imperil the welfare, the present peace and se- 
curity, not of themselves alone but of multi- 
tudes of their friends and fellow-citizens in the 
South? It is for them to answer.

tff*The appointment of Hon. William Mar- 
vin to the Provisional Governorship of Florida 
puts President Johnson’s restoration policy into 
full operation in all the late rebellious States, 
and the spectacle thus presented is a cause of 
congratulation among patriotic men through- 
out the Union. Thus far, the great work of re- 
habilitating the South has made rapid and sat- 
isfactory progress, demonstrating that the 
American people are as rapid and effective in 
establishing measures of peace as they are skil- 
ful and powerful in handling the means of war. 
The struggle from which the country has just 
emerged, so suddenly and completely, wae so 
terrible in its character, and so prolonged ii ite 
duration, that it is difficult to realize the fact 
that peace has indeed been restored, and tha; the 
old relations which bound the Staves togfther 
are being established again, and upon a broac and 
enduring basis. As rapidly as the public svfety 
will allow, the armies are being withdrawn 
from the South and the soldiers sent back to 
their homeF; and now, from the Potomac to the 
Gulf, tbe mild and enlightened sway of civil 
power is being substituted for the despotic-exac- 
tions of military rule. While the war was going 
on the sympathizers with the lebcllioncomtantly 
asserted that a true feeling of amity coult never 
be restored between the North and South. 
They said that the violence of the conflct, and 
ite duration, had implanted the senlmcnt of 
Inextinguishable hostility between th< two sec- 
tions, and that, although the national armies 
might overrun the South and br»k down 
the armed power of the rebellion, 
yet the Union so effectet would 
be one of territory merely, without tie hearts of 
the people. From the very begiming of the 
war we have argned that a diffffent result 
would ensue. We felt well ass usd that the 
very earnestness and courage evinced by the 
parties to the struggle would bring about a 
higher degree of respect and confidence than 
had ever before existed betweex them. We 
have not been disappointed in tie calculation 
which we made on this point. During the last 
three months we have repeatedly read accounts 
of the meeting of rebel and Federal soldiers, 
in large numbers, in different portions of the 
South, and, in every instance, they have shown 
toward each other all that cordial esteem which 
brave men mutually feel after a well-waged 
conflict. The same sentimert which prompts 
tbe soldiers in the respective armies of the late 
war to mingle together, in forgetfulness of past 
hostilities, now leads the trae men, North and 
South, who have not engiged in the armed 
strife, to co-operate with etch other in the re- 
storing of civil order throughout theUnion. The 
sincere men of the late reocllious Spates, who 
bravely participated in the rebellion, are 
now ready and eager to sustain Pierpont, of 
Virginia, Brownlow, of Tennessee, Holden, of 
North Carolina, Perry, of South Carolina, John- 
son, of Georgia, Parsons, of Alabama, Welle?, 
of Louisiana, Hamilton, of Texas, Marvin, of 
Florida, 8harkey, of Mississippi, and Murphy, of 
Arkansas, in restoring the civil organization of 
those States in harmony witt the policy of the 
Federal Government. In thi* great work the 
true men of the South are j 'lined by the be3t 
statesmen in all the loyal Slates, who uphold 
the statesmanlike administration of Andrew 
Johnson. There are certain extreme and im- 
practicable politicians in the loyal States who 
are endeavoring to overthrow the policy of 
President Johnson, but they will be foiled as 
completely as the ultra mm of the 8outh, 
who, unwilliDg to fight, but embittered 
by tte result of the war, are now labor- 
ing to impede a peaceful restoration of 
the Union. The Southern ptople are now In 
a transition state. They are rsquired to remod- 
el, in some respects, their several State Consti- 
tutions, and to substitute otu system of labor 
for another. Serious difl'cultiet must necessarily 
attend the transition, but th?y are difficulties 
which will be effectually overcome, whereupon 
the late rebellion* States will enter into a new 
and happier era than as yet las marked their 
history. The Southern masses are beginning to 
realize this fact. The success which bos already 
distinguished the free labor experiment in tbe 
hitherto slave 8tates of Missouri, Mary land, and 
Arkansas inspires them with confidence in the 
new order of things which the var has brought 
about, and they are resolved to test it in perfect 
goed faith. The instructions of the Provisional 
Governors on this subject will be promptly car- 
ried nnt to rporirnpization of civil authority 
in the States over which too.' icrgecuvciv pre- 
side, and when those States are once more resto- 
ration as equal members ofthe Union, the peace 
and durability of the cointry will be clearly 
established. 

The Journal thinks It a very pertinent ques- 
tion, addressed to the optonents of the amend- 
ment, what will they dc about it, if they carry 
the State as they expect? Well, we have noth- 
ing to do. — Democrat. 

We inquired whether the opponents of the 
Constitutional Amend met, in case they obtain 
a majority in the Legishture, will back square- 
ly down or fight when he amendment becomes 
a part of the Conatiution? The Democrat 
neither states tbe quation nor answers it. 

That the amendmen will become a part of 
tbe Constitution of tie United States within a 
very brief period of ime is just as certain as 
any future event can be. It will then be the 
duty of the National tiovernment to see that 
it is obeyed as a part o! the organic law of the 
land. If its opponents in Kentucky get a ma- 
jority of the Legislative, will they then back 
squarely down or Ighti That is the question, 
and we repeat it. Whtt will they do? Will 
they answer? Will they let the people 
know now before tht election? It is a 
pertinent inquiry, and me of vast practical 
importance to every dtizsn of the State. If the 
opponents ot the amenduent intend to defy the 
national authorities in enorcing that part of the 
Constitution and raise vain the banner of re- 
volt, the people of Kentu ky wish to know that 
fact. They have had enoigh of tbe bitter fruits 
of civil war, and If then la to be another they 
want to know it now fa order that they may 
prepare for It. Great lumbers will doubtless 
leave the State If there istnv prospect of anoth- 
er commotion, of anothei fratricidal conflict. 

It is just no answer at all for the opponents 
of the amendment to say ‘Well, we have nothing 
to do,” fa case they obtan a majority against 
it. They will be obliged ti do something. They 
will be compelled to baci down and eat all 
their own words or flglt. Which, we again 

ask, will th ey do? 

According to onr iiformatiou, General 
Sheridan has nnder his command an army of 
seventy or eighty thousand men In Texas, and 
it is understood that their station is to be on or 
very near the Mexican harder. This army Is 
called on “army of observation, ” but tbe pres- 
ence of such a force fa sacb a locality at snch a 
time seems to have a good deal of important 
signifiance. Surely a foree o! nearly a hundred 
tbonsand cannot be supposed to be needed for 
purpcees of obeervation. Not one In a thou- 
sand of them will do anything in the way of 
observing.

WMr. Joseph E. Brown, of Georgia, the 
Chicago Republican save, Is one of those not 
nnfrequect political persons who cannot keep 
out of print. To prevent him from communi- 
cating with the “dear people” would require an 
exercise of physical power greater than any vet 
put forth by the Government against individual 
sinners In the South. Jefferson Davis, with all 
the armies and resources of the South, could 
not do it. He might fill Georgia with soldiers, 
station a Provost Guard at every cross road, 
threaten the Governor with his dire displeasure, 
and even with military arrest and imprison- 
ment, but he could not stop hfa tongue nor 
check the incessant flow of his ink.

It is to in- 
form them that Mr. Brown feels “profoundly 
impressed with a sense of the obligation” he is 
under to the fa’.d people for haring so fre- 
quently elected him to office heretofore. It is 
also to inform them that he now resigns the 
office of Governor, a proceeding which he ad- 
mits Is, under the circumstances, quite necessa- 
ry; nevertheless, he thinks it best to do it for 
form’s sake. Having done this, he proceeds to 
express his mind upon divers other matters, 
and what he has to sav he says without mincing 
or equivocation. He has found that in the 
North there are no two opinions about slavery. 
Its abolition “is decreed alike by people and 
Government.” That being the fact, he thinks 
It best that the people of Georgia should decree 
it also by the convention they are about to hold. 
In proof of his sincerity, he declares it his pur- 
pose to “immediately do all which the Consti- 
tution and laws of Georgia will permit” to 
emancipate his own slaves; he will treat them 
as free, and will “give them part of the crop, or 
snch other wages as may be agreed upon, for 
their future labor.” 

In this, Governor Brown has certainly chosen 
the part of wisdom, and his advice and example 
should not be devoid of good effects npon the 
people of Georgia. He likewise advises all to 
take the amnesty oath, and to enter sincerely 
and earnettly upon the work of reorganizing 
the State upon ths basis of free labor, “believ- 
ing that when that shall have been done, the 
present Chief Magistrate will east his immense 
power and influence into the scale of eqnal 
rights, and will leave the State*, when organ- 
ized, the undisturbed management of their own 
internal affairs, including the question of suf- 
frage, police, tbe regulation of labor,” &c. 

Mr. Brown has a clear head and a vigorous, 
straight-forward way of telling what he thinks. 
If his views are not always right, they have at 
least the merit of being sincere. He is not one 
who subordinates his political thought to any 
other man’s political standard, or hides his light 
under a bushel because another man’s candle is 
more powerful than his. Had he been Prince 
Napoleon at Ajaccio, he would have done as the 
Prince Napoleon did, but he would not have im- 
itated that person’s example of resigning office 
without freeing his mind. He would have told 
the people what he thought about it, let conse- 
quences be what they might And if after thus 
relieving hlmseli he had shown, In the peaceful 
retirement he now proposes, that he felt better, 
who shall say that the opening of his wordy 
safety-valve was without one good effect View- 
ing him npon all sides, it needs no argum ent to 
prove that there are woise men in the South 
than Joseph E: Brown. 

E-jTA pamphlet has recently been issued by 
Dr. William Elder, of the Treasury Department, 
on the question, “How the Western States can 
become the Imperial power in the Union.” Dr. 
Elder’s answer is, that to secure empire the 
Western States must ami at industrial fadepen- 
denct ; they must foster their manufactures, de- 
pend upon the home market and not the for- 
eign, diversify their pursuit*, and, in short, do 
almost even thing that the modern school of 
free trade advises them not to do. He rem irks 
upon the insignificance of the foreign demand 
for their exporte as compared with the domes- 
tic, shows how remarkable has been their gain 
fa some interests fostered by the enforced pro- 
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out Eome warnings which they have already re- 
ceived, as to an exclusive dependence upon 
agricultura l pursuits.

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BrccFSTtvE Co.YsrnKRATTovs — The honest 
dupes of secession were ail buoyancy, all confi- 
dence when the war began. They proclaimed 
the Union dissolved, and had not the slightest 
doubt they should make tbe dissolution final. 
They neither understood themselves nor those 
whom they were destined to encounter, and by 
whom they were to be defeated and overwhelm- 
ingly routed. They were arrogant and intoler- 
ant. Upon the head of every man who did not 
agree with them they poured a stream of the 
vilest abase. He was characterized by every 
epithet expressive of contempt. He was do- 
tard, fool, coward, traitor, abolitionist — and so 
on sagaciously and lovingly to the end o! the 
chapter. The storm of fanaticism was resist- 
less, and the Union men of the 8oath bowed 
their heads in sorrow, and with hearts bleeding 
at every pore for the disasters they knew would 
soon overwhelm the fair fields and pie want 
homes of the South. All they said has proved 
true. Every evil they predicted has eome to 
pass. The Sonth has been overrun, ravaged, 
and is desolate. Slavery has been abolished. 
The authors of the evil are in prison or ev lle. 
or have humbly solicited pardon of tbe power 
they so insolently, and hantily, and scofflngly 
defied, ridiculed, taunted. But hear Gov. Per- 
ry, of Sonth Carolina, describe the result. In 
an address at Greenville, fa that State, recently, 
he said: 

A cruel and bloody war has swept over the 
8ouihern Slates. One hundred aud fifty thou- 
sand of enr bravest and most gallant men have 
fallen on the fields of battle! The land U filled 
with mourning widows and orphans! Tnere is 
scarcely a house fa which there has not been 
weeping for some loved one lost! Three thou- 
sand millions of dollars have been spent by the 
Southern States in earning on this war! And 
now we are called upon to give up four millions 
of slaves, worth two thousand millions of dol- 
lars more! Onr country has been ravaged and 
desolated! Our cities, towns, and villages are 
smouldering rains! Conquering armies occupy 
the country. Tbe Confederacy has fallen, and 
we have teen deprived of all civil government 
and political rights. We have neither law nor 
order. There is no protection for life, libertv, 
or property. Everywhere there is demoraliza- 
tion, rapine, murder. Hunger and starvation 
are upon os. And now we meet as a d^^aced 
and subjugated people to petition the coQuerar 
to restore onr lost rights. Such are Che bitter 
lruiteof secession! 

In contrast with this picture, he presented ! 
another in the following words: 

How different, Mr. Chairman, In tone, spirit, | 
and character, was that meeting of the citizens 
of Greenville just five years ago, fa this same 
building, which irangnruied this most, fatal, 
bloody, and disastrous revolution! 'Then 
ail was joy, hope, excitement, and confidence 
Seated fa my law office, looking towards this 
court-house, I saw a crowd of persons rushiag 
in, composed of college boys and their profes- 
sois, merchants, mechanics, doctors, lawyers, 
and idlers from tVe hotels, with a sprinkling of 
farmers and planters. Soon I heard the public 
speaking commence, and the air was rent with 
the wild and rapturous applause of the excited 
audience. Tbe more extravagant the denunci- 
ations of tie Union the loader were the shouts 
of applause. I repeated in my heart the mem- 
orable words of Christ, “ Father , forgive them, 
th<y know not what they do!" My mind was then 
tiled with the worst forebodings as to tbe fu- 
ture. I tnought I foresaw all the evils which 
have since betUlen our beloved country. But 
my political influence was gone, and mv voice 
was powerless to stay the angry and excited 
feelings of my fellow- citizens. 

He proceeded to lash the politicians, editors, 
and preachers who brought on the war for 
shirking out of the fighting when it began. 
The politicians voted themselves into Congress, 
voted themselves into soft places with big sal- 
aries, voted the conscription laws to compel 
those who had opposed the war to fight it, 
while they sported In safety and denounced the 
people as traitors for not doing the work which 
the demagogues had themselves inaugurated 
and which they alone ought to have fought if 
they had not been lost to shame. 

Mr. Ferry says Jeff Davis Is not to blame for 
the foil urn of the Confederacy. “The people 
Were themselves to blame for ite failure.” To 
“blame,” Mr. Perry? The people were opposed 
to it in the beginning. They never were per- 
mitted to pass upon the question of peace or 
war — never. It was carried over their heads 
pell-mell fa the madness and blindness of the 
hour. They were opposed to ite continuance, 
and nothing but the infamous and bloody con- 
scription laws, enforced with merciless feroc.ty, 
ever dragged them to the front. They shirked 
Whenever they coaid. They evaded the blood- 
hounds when they might. No doubt the Broth 
Larolinacs were in favor of the war and no 
doubt they skulked. They wanted otaer peo- 
ple to do the bard part of the business in order 
that they might fill the offices, enjoy the hon- 
ors, and receive the pay. We perfectly agree with 
Mr. Perry when he says that this was not fair, 
and that those who got up the fight ought to 
have done the fighting. 

But the chivalry, boastful and confident then, 
arc all disheartened and fa despair now. Mr. 
Perry comforts them thus. 

Mr. Chairman, the future, to mv mind, is not 
so gloomy as some would have us believe. I 
have no doubt that fa ten years the Southern 
States will be happy and nrosperous again, and 
we shall find that the loss of slavery will be no 1 
loss at all to our real comfort and satisfaction 
The p lanter and farmer will find that his net 
profits are greater with hired labor than wnh 
slave labor. Every landholder can rent his 
foitu or plantation for one-third of the gross 
products. This is more than he now makes 
net, alter subsisting his staves. In tenth, very 
few farmers in this region of country make 
anything except by the increase of his slavea. 
These are divided -at amongst his children at 
bis de .th, and they pursue the same course of 
toiling and straggling through life, to raise 
negroes for their children. And thus the sys- 
tem goes on, ad injini/um, without profit or re- 
muneration. Tbe lands are worn out. and the 
country remains unimproved. If a planter or 
fai mer is enabled to save anything after sap- 
porting his establishment, it la invested in the 
purchase of more slavea. Hence, increased 
wealth adds nothing to the enjoy ment of life or 
to the improvement of the country. 

Nor have we any doubt that ‘fin ten years, ” or 
in five years, or in a shorter time, the Southern 
States will be again “prosperous and happy,” 
provided the unholy hands of the demagogues 
and di*ur. iontete can be kept off of them. This 
is the indispensible condition precedent to pro»- 
perity or happiness or anything else that pos- 
sesses any appreciable value. These men have 
cursed the land as with the genius of desola- 
tion and de* pair. If they can get p>ower again 
they will repeat their devilish work In some 
form or ether. They sho w unmistakable signs of 
their Intention to do It now while they are vet 
out of power. They are resorting to their old 
f ranee. They are pandering to popular passions, 
playing upon popular ignorance; employing 
their old slang phrase?; exhibiting their old 
hj pocrisy and dishonesty. They still ride the 
wooly horse-, still make the nigger the theme <A 
their tirades, and intend to make him the means 
by which they can again clutch place and plun- 
der. They despise the people aa heartily a? 
they ever did, flatter them as much as they ev- 
er did, and believe them to be as great fools 
and as gullible as they ever did. They are pur- 
suing. in a word, in reference to tbe nigger, 
just the course the? took to bring the horrors 
of war upon the country. They are aa blind 
and fanatical now as then. They are the un- 
clean reptiles the South must crush under her 
feet or ske will again feel their fangs and wit- 
ness the blasting mildew of their tracks. 

These remorseless creatures, who are defag 
their worst to involve tha Southern people again 
in dire disasters, tell them that without slavery 
the South will be a desolation ; that free labor 
is a curse and a nuisance. Slavery must there- 
fore be re-established; the agitation must be 
renewed; the nucleaa of slavery reaction moat be 
formed; and, with the help of the conservative* 
of the North, they will carry the next Presiden- 
tial election ; re- establish the Inevitable nigger 
npon hie black throne ; revel again with all the 
old-time hilarity and abandon, and rule or ruin 
once more. If you ask them if thev are com- 
petent to do all this ; if they have considered 
the risks they run, the dangers they incur, tbe 
calamities they may bring upon the South, they 
tell you they care nothing about the risks and 
tbe dangers ; they have a right to the nigger, 
and they will have the nigger; they have a 
right to shear the wolf, and they will shear the 
wolf. But they have no doubt of their success, 
they pretend ; they are aa confident of It aa they 
were of success fa I860. “ The Union U dis- 
solved,” exclaimed the Charlestonians on the 
morning of December 21st, 1880. 

All these ate most suggestive considerations 
for the people. They were fooled before, they 
were dragooned Into the war of the Jacobins, 
they were slaughtered by thousands upon thou- 
sands; their land* were overran, their bousea 
plundered and burnt, their industry paralyzed, 
their wives and children reduced to beggary 
and rags by an attempt at revolution brought 
on by misrepresentation, terror, lynch-law, ar 
the gibbet. Let the Southern people no*, be 
fooled again. Give the black demagog*, no 
quarter this time. They are powe^ogg unless 
the people give them encourv gement, and If 



the people do give them eneouragemfe’t they 
will deserve whatever miseries may folio a' (he 
steps of the destroyers. 

Let the people understand that tbe nigger, 
the ostensible cause of the war of the conspira- 
tors. is feone beyond the poselbility of recall, 
and let it be burnt into their skulls as with a 
hot iron that any pretext put forth for his revival 
is neither more nor less than a fraud upon pop- 
ular intelligence, and an outrage upon the suf- 
fering women and children of the Southern 
States. 

Governor Perry says he has no doubt that the 
Ices of slavery will prove no loss at all, and 
the farmer will find that hi* net profits will be 
greater from hired than from free labor. Nor 
have we any, nor have those any who have al- 
ready practically tried it even fa the Incipient 
stages of the experiment, when everything is 
new, and at the moment at which ail the disad- 
vantages of the change have to be met and 
overcome. Upon this point, Hon. Joseph 83- 
gur, member of Congress from Virginia, fa s 
recent address at Richmond, bears the follow- 1 
fag explicit and practical testimony: 

I speak from observation and experience. In 
my owe county where emancipation has been 
fa practical operation from the commencement 
oi the war, and on the eastern shore of Vir- 
ginia, where the policy ha? been fairly tested, 
it is an ascertained fact that farmers make 
more clear money with hired colored labor than 
thev did when they cultivated their l arm? with 
their own slaves. The profit is generally 
doubled; fa some cases trebled. 

When the opponents of the Constitutional 
Amendment tell the farmers of Kentucky that 
free labor will rain them let them stop the 
mouths of these croakers with this quotation.

As Important Article — With great pleas, 
ure we reproduce fa our columns the following 
significant article from the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial. It is, as we personally know, the produc- 
tion of a leading member of the Union Central 
State Committee of Ohio, and was submitted to 
the public after it had been the subject of of- 
ficial consultation at a called meeting of the 
committee. The author of the article was an 
Ohio Presidential elector on the Lincoln tioket 
in 1860, after having contributed largely to the 
nomination of Mr. Lincoln at the Chicago Con- 
vention. His relations of personal friendship 
with Mr. Lincoln enabled him to become fully 
acquainted with the view* of that eminent man; 
and the following article, we can safely state, 
meets with the approval of the present Presi- 
dent of the United States. We give 
it a prominent place fa our columns 
and ask our readers to peruse It care- 
fully, as being a clear and reliable exposition of 
the views now controlling nine-tenth* of the 
true men throughout the North fa reference to 
the question* involved fa the restoration of tbe 
rebellious Stale*. The question of negro suff- 
rage fa those States is beyond any power of 
Congress to affect it, the State* respectively 
having exclusive control over it. Such is the 
view of President Johnson, as clearly an- 
nounced fa his proclamations authorizing the 
re-estahtishment of civil power fa the South, 
and this view is supported by an overwhelm 
fag majority of the Northern masses. The fol- 
lowing is the article referred to above: 

ABRAHAM LlSCOtiS ATI!) A5DRKW JOH5SOSI. 

Eiw Com. — The Union party of Ohio, fa State 
Convention assembled, on June 21. after due 
deliteration, adopted with great enthusiasm the 
following resolution*: 

"He solved. That tbe name and fame of Abra- 
ham Lincoln stand out from the history of tue 
epcch unrivaled and alooe; and while we de- 
plore bis untimely and cruel death, and venerate 
his memory, it becomes os to imitate his wis- 
dom, firmness and moderation, io the treatment 
of vexed questions, and especially to imitate hi* 
example, fa waiting for the solution of difficul- 
ties to be furnished by the progress of time and 
the logic of events. 

“ Resolved, That the President, Andrew John- 
son, by his unwavering devotion to the Colon, 
through years of the severest trial, ha* our 
highest confidence, and that we coeerfuily en- 
dorse the policy of his administration, looking 
to the restoration of peace and civil order in 
the so-called seceded Slates, and that, a* Union 
men of Ohio, we will give him our hearty ami 
undiv ided support ” ... • 

This decided expression of the will of the 
party, after all the objections had been fully 
Cv tuMfered fa reference to President Johnson’* 
Restoration Proclamation, remitting the negro 
suffrage question to the jurisdictions which 
alone have constitutional power over the sub- 
ject, thculd have some weight with those pro- 
fessing any regard for tbe Union orgaaiz tuon, 
though it may come fa conflict with their own 
private notions; but, as a discussion seems to 
be desired by some, as if it was an open ques- 
tion. fairness demands that both sides should 
be beard. 1 he public should, therefore, rally 
undmtard the platform upon which Abraham 
Lincoln was elected President of the United 
States, with his own expressed views on negro 
suffrage, which were never taken beck before 
hi* first or second election by toe people. In 
his speech delivered at the invitation of the 
Republican State Central Committee, at Colum- 
bus. Ohio, fa 1859, he said: 

‘That there is s physical difference between 
tbe white and black races which. I believe, will 
forever forbid the two races living together in 
term* of social and political equality. And, in- 
somuch as they can not so live, while they do 
so remain together, there must oe the position 
of superior and inferior, and L a* much as aov 
ether man, am in favor of having the superior 
position assigned to tbe white race.” A very 
practical mode of treating the whole contro- 
versy, discriminating throughout the speech 
between conventional and natural rights, the 
latter being fully conceded by Mr. Lincoln to 
tie negroes, as enumerated fa the Declaration 
of Independence. It is notorious that at the 
Chicago Convention, Messrs. Seward and 
Chase, on account of their record on this sub- 
ject, were beaten by the West aud Pennsylva- 
nia, and these published speeches ot Mr. Lin 
coin were tbe text book of the ensuing Presi- 
dential campaign. 

Nr r does the private letter of March 13 1864, 
of Piesident Lincoln to Governor Hahu, of 
Louisiana, modify the argument of the above 
quoted speech, but aim;fe suggests for hi* con- 
sideration, and not the public, the puseiole en- 
franchisement of “very intelligent negroes as 
a matter under exclusive State control. A com- 
plete indorsement by President Lincoln of tbe 
proclamations of President Johnson, that to the 
legal loyal voters of each State righ'j'uUy belong* 
tbe exclusive control of the elective franchise, 
or, as be more fully explains to toe Booth Car- 
olina delegation, that tbe basis of bis action was 
tbe clause of the Constitution of the United 
Beales which prescribes that the qualifications 
of the electors for Representatives in CoRgrep* 
shail be “those of the most numerous branch of 
the State Legislature,” and no one wifi pretend 
that Congress or the President has any control 
over tue tatter. 

The moment five States attempt to induce 
Congress to reject the representatives of other 
States, because these representatives are not 
elected by the same franchise as their own. they 
proclaim war against the constitutional rig u hi 
of Ohio and the thirty other States whose C »n 
etituliona exclude negro suffrage. Preaiden’. 
Johnson maintains that the legal, loyal voter? 
of every State are to be treated alske. If rebels 
should be returned to Congress, or the claim- 
ants represent no coastiiuency, of course they 
must be rejected, and military governments 
continued until there are enough loyal, legal 
voters to elect loyal men. 

Cocgressmen, however, who vote to reject 
claimants to seats from the reorganized States 
because thev are not elected by universal suf- 
frage, will find out that their constituent*, and 
particularly the returned soldiers, who under- 
stand this negro question much better than 
stay-at-home politicians, will stand by tbe Pres- 
ident and rebuke those who postpone the ado;>- 
tion of the Constitutional Amendment abolish- 
ing slavery, by throwing out, by this action, 
tbe State ratifications of Arkansas Louisiana 
Tennessee. Ac , os recounted io President Lin- 
coln's last speech, on April 11, 1865, as justify- 
ing his policy fa the case of Louisiana. 

The sentiment of tbe army fa favor of sus- 
taining President Johnson'*' polle* wa* em- 
phatically a unit at the Union State Conven- 
tion at Columbus, and the politician* who 
think that the soldiers favor negro sntfrmge, can 
fully satisfy themselves on this point bv sub- 
mitting, through tbe Legislature, an amend- 
ment to the constitution of Ohio, striking out 
tbe word “white,” before thev ask other Stole* 
to do what they won't do at home. Then the 
arguments for and against negro suffrage can 
be considered before a tribunal that has cn- 
stitutional power to pass upon them. But ite 
advocates must be prepared to accept ths re 
suit* of the triumph of their theory, for if ne- 
groes are to be elec tore, thev certainly have a 
right to be elected. As Congressmen, or members 
of the Legislature, they must be received on 
terms of » xrial equality at our National and Stat : 
Capitals — a step now kept fa the background 
for President Lincoln, fa his Columbus speech, 
evidently considers political and social equal- 
ity as inseparable concomitants. Tbe liquor 
laws of Ohio are s standing example of the ef- 
fect ot legislating fa advance of public senti- 
ment, and until the negroes can vote at s Cin- 
cinnati poll without excitibg a riot, it is useless 
to expert that privilege to be accorded to thorn 
at Nashville or Savannah, or to praacribe as a 
universal panacea for Southern discontent the 
pouring of oil, in the shape of negro suffrage, 
on smouldering fire, instead of thu exercise of 
sound statesmanship. President Johnson, 
from hie peculiar position, understands bet- 
ter than any living statesman the prac- 
tical management of tbe whole Mgro 
question. He desire* the South to be dt- 
vk*ed up into small freeholds, settled by 
industrious and hardy veomanry, whose immi- 
gration must not be repelled by placing the po- 
litical power of those States fa the hand* ef an 
ignorant negro majority, led by cotton-speco- 
l*i fag demagogues holding large plantation*. 
To* people of tbe United States will never ref- 
ter snv pert of our country to be Mexicauized

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A QUESTION THAT DESERVES ATTEN- 
TION. 

The Louisville Journal thinks that whenever an 
amend mi nt of the Constitution is proposed to a 
State, the alternative is, adopt it or fight.

See how the opponents of the Constitutional 
Amendment evade the question that is of so 
much practical importance for the people of Ken- 
tucky to understand as to the course they in- 
tend to pursue in case they should obtiin a ma- 
jority to the next Legislature against the pro- 
posed amendment. They will not say whether, 
in the contingency mentioned, they will back 
down from their position or whether they will 
resist the national government in causing the 
Constitution to be obeyed in all the States. 
They will give the people no light upon the 
subject. They studiously evade It, dodge the 
question. They are mum. They boast that 
they will have a majority in the next Legisla- 
ture. Then the question of surrendering their 
position of opiiosition to the government 
which they have assumed, or of maintaining that 
position by force, will come directly and imme- 
diately before them, and they will be compelled 
to adopt one of tbe two courses. There is no 
esc ape from it. They may wriggle and twist 
a.# much as they please, the stern facts of the 
cu#e will steadily confront them at every turn, 
atd they will be obliged to act whether they 
wish to or not. There is, there can be no al- 
ternative. They must back down or fight. 
And yet they refuse to say which they will do. 
Is it safe to commit the destinies of the State to 
men who thus persistently refuse upon a great 
practical question, a question that deeply con- 
cerns every man, woman, And child in Ken- 
tucky, to give the slightest clue as to the course 
they design to take? 

What is the position of their candidates for 
the Legislature upon this question? What 
position do their candidates for Congress take 
in reference to It? Will they speak out and 
let the people know? Their organ here does 
not answer. Do thev dare satisfy the just de- 
mands of the people for information upon a 
vital point? Have they courage to speak out? 
Do they intend to plunge the State into tbe 
vortex of civil war, in case they get control of 
the next Legislature, without letting the people 
know anything of it beforehand? Or do they 
intend, after making a great blaster about 
Slate rights and abolition and all that, to sur- 
rc rider those “rights” and turn “abolitionists?” 
Is that the game of humbng they are playing? 
Do all their harangues mean no more than 
that? 

While on this subject we may as well notice 
another quibble which the Democrat of thi3 
city has put forth to blind the people and mys- 
tify what nobody can fail to comprehend who 
wishes to know the troth. We clip the follow- 
ing elegant passage from a recent itsue of that 
paper: 

With due respect to General Bl ur’s opinion, 
whether the fiat has gone forth or not, or where 
it went to, the question of the Constitutional 
amendment is not settled. It requires two or 
th ee more State# to pass it 

It is “not settled” because “it requires two 
oi three more States to pass it” we are told, 
and the idea is sought to be conveyed that 
tl ere may be some doubt whether the States 
that have not yet voted upon the amendment 
will ratify it There is no room for any such 
doubt The three non-slaveholding 8tates 
that have not yet adopted the amendment are 
Iowa, California, and Oregon. There is but 
one event that can prevent its ratification by 
the Legislatures of those States — and that is 
their failure to meet. If they never meet, man- 
ifest! v they w iff never ratify the amendment! 
That’s the only way it can be defeated in any 
one of them. 

The ametdment has been adopted by twenty- 
three States, the last one adopting it being New 
Hampshire. The vote was hod on the 29th — 
30th ult., and was almost unanimous. The rat- 
ification by Iowa, California, and Oregon will 
make twenty-six States. As there are thirty- 
six States now in the Union, it will take twenty - 
seven — three-fourths — to make the amendment 
a part of the Constitution. Kentucky 
will make the twenty-seventh. Now, 
w itbout Kentucky, is there any doubt 
that one more State can be found to ratify it? 
Not the slightest Governor Perry, of South 
Carolina, Informed the President of the United 
States but a few days since that he had no doubt 
whatever that South Carolina would be fully 
it presented in the next Congress; that she 
would, by the 1st of December, have a free Con- 
stitution, and would have ratified the amend- 
ment. Scuth Carolina will thus make the 
tv entv- seventh State adopting the amendment, 
at d secure the final triumph of the measure, 
without the concurrence of Kentucky or of any 
other State. South Carolina has had her eyes 
opened very wide. They were very firmly shut 
before the war, and the twitch requisite to open 
Item was so vigorous as to stretch their covering 
to its utmost capacity. Hence she sees clearly 
now. She will adopt the Amendment, and 
piesibly — oh, is that hamili&tion in reserve for 
nt?— possibly lead conservative, Union-loving 
old Kentucky in the new race for national re- 
generation and progress! Will Kentucky con- 
sent to be beaten by South Carolina in such a 
rr.ee as that? Will she humbly follow, will 
she be forced reluctantly to follow the banner 
State of secession in tbe work of removing the 
disturbing element of our nationality from tbe 
land? Will she permit a handful of politicians 
to bring ibis disgrace npon her? Will she not 
rather place herself proudly iu the van, and beck- 
on to her sister States in the South to come on, 
that she is ahead? Will she not set them the 
noble example. Will she be a laggard in this 
era of re union? Will she try to go back vard 
when all the rest of the world is moving 
forward? Will she move with downward head, 
and whine and snap and snarl like a mad 
beast, and seek the darkness, seek the old dens 
and caves of the past, instead of coming out 
into the broad sun light of day and bounding 
along with buoyant heart and smiling counte- 
nance with the rushing, tumultuous throng# that 
are sweeping on to the high and glorious des- 
tinies awaiting them in the future? We think not. 
Up, Kentucky, up. The world moves. It will 
scon be girdled with telegraphic wires and light 
will fia#h round it “in forty minutes."

It is 
morning. The darkness that was felt is gone. 
Its gloom and its horrors have cease! to appall 
u% The birds are caroling, the fogs and the 
b«ts and tbe owls are disappearing.

A part of those who are Rot actuated by this 
ignoble motive are actuated by the still ig- 
nobler one of a desire to gratify their am- 
bition for office at the expeuse of the public 
good. Pure patriots are they all. We 
do not say nor do we believe that the 
trL.fr of tbe anti-amendment men are governed 
by such unworthy considerations, but we are 
sure that very many of them are, and, that a 
portion of the rest are under the influence of 
old prejudices that should have died out in 
their bosoms long ago. Still there are in the 
anti amendment party a considerable number 
of men whom we highly value, good and pat- 
riotic men with whom we agree In regard to 
nearly all other measures, and we shall not per- 
mit ourselves to be alienated from them on ac- 
count of their policy In regard to the amend- 
ment, however much we may regret that they 
have not taken a different view of an impor- 
tant duty. 

We have seen the strange objection urged in 
various quarters, that Kentucky, by voting for 
the Amendment, would be voting upon mat- 
ters affecting the interests of other States. Cer- 
tainly she would be votiDg to affect the interests 
of other States, bat only as the Constitution 
expressly authorizes her to do so. No 
amendment of the Constitution could 
ever be adopted without each State’s voting 
upon matters touching the interests of 
all. Some Constitutional amendments have 
been adopted and others no doubt will be here- 
after if the Republic shall stand. It is a definite 
provision of tbe Constitution, that, in the adop- 
tion or rejection of amendments of itself, every 
State shall vote for all. Aud no general law is 
ever voted on in Congress without the delega- 
tion from each Bute voting on matters affect- 
rg the interests of all. Those who make the 
extraordinary objection we refer to would sub- 
vert the whole theory of our Constitution and 
tbe whole practice under it, miking all the 
Btites a mere congeries of sovereignties with no 
common Constitution and no common Con- 
gress. The absurdity of their position is mon- 
strous if not unparalleled. And, aiter all, how 
c .uld a vote of Kentucky for the amendment 
practically affect other Btates when it is notori- 
ous that, at the time of her voting, there will 
be no slavery, even in name, in any State ex- 
cept heretli? 

Tne objectors acknowledge, at least every 
other day, that slavery in Kentucky is utterly 
worthless, bat they want the State to abolish it 
in pursuance of her own Constitution. That’s 
a rare and beautiful idea indeed. The Ken- 
tucky Constitution does not nor can it preclude 
or exclude anything authorized, as the amend- 
ment in question is, by the Constitution of the 
United Suites, for the latter Constitution is of 
course paramount to any and all State Consti- 
tutions. And surely it is not supposable that 
any man, with even tenth rate intelligence, can 
suppose that the Kentucky Constitution was 
intended to supersede and annul a provision of 
tbe Federal Constitution. And just thiuk how 
long we should bave to wait to abolish slavery 
under our 8tate Constitution. The convention, 
which framed it, so tied up slavery as to make 
the abolishment of the institution by our 
State impossible in less than eight year g 
after the commencement oj earnest action 
upon the measure. And so, if these wise 
men or wiseacres can have their way, 
we shall, for the gratification of their spleen or 
tl eir absurd aspirations, k<«p Kentucky a 
slave State nominally and legally at least eight 
? ears after the ordaining of the institution out 
of all tbe other States of the Union. Yes, we 
sball have Kentucky, in name, the solitary slave 
s^ot on the continent, the only supporter of an 
institution odions to the whole world, and all 
this without the least possibility of deriving the 
slightest advantage, immediate or remote, from 
her anomalous position, a position in which she 
will be pointed at, hissed at, laughed at, scorned, 
ar.d shunned by mankind. 

Look at tbe men who support the amendment 
ard at those who oppose it. Bee how, as 
masses, they compare or contrast with each 
other. Mark on which side the vastly greater 
part of the unquestionable patriotism of tbe 
State is and on which side the far greater part 
ol the unquestionable disloyalty. A distin- 
guished candidate for Congress tells us that he 
will get every Union vote in a county named by 
him, and at least nine-tenths of the Union votes 
in all tbe other Counties of bis district. And so it 
l? throughout the State or very nearly so. The 
newspaper leader of the anti-amendment party, 
P his teachings and preaching# aud beseechinga 
! had been listened to and heeded two years ago, 
would have caused the Union arraie# to be de- 
nied either another man or another dollar, and 
the Union itself thus left to the tender mercies 
or the untender wrath and vengeance of the 
rebel hosts, then flushed with the confident 
hope and expectation of triumph. All the reb- 
e.s and rebel sympathizers in the State, all 
known and notoriously disloyal persons, go with 
this most unpatriotic leader in his bitter opposi- 
tion to tbe amendment, while an overwhelming 
majority of the tine Union men go warmly for 
the amendment. The merits of the respective 
sides may surely be inferred from the merits 
of their re#pective supporters. And is this a 
lime for Kentucky to hesitate os to what she 
will do? Would not hesitation, under all the 
circumstances now existing, be “the very er- 
ror of the moon?” I# Kentucky too blind to 
see a light that gleams like a call of Are upon 
her naked eye? 

Withont any other aid from Kentucky than 
her large contribution to the armies in the war, 
slavery has in fact and in name vanished from 
the whole South with the exception of her own 
roil, and withont any aid from her, if herald be 
withheld, it will very soon vanish from her soil. 
Aud she had better prepare herself for the com- 
ing erudition of things as soon as possible. She 
cannot make too great haste. With the strange- 
ly altered state of the country, a new race for 
the goal of prosperity and supremacy begins. 
All the 8tates around us are leaping forth for 
the start. The signal is about to sound. If 
Kentucky is not ready, she will be left 
a hundred miles behind, and will not 
attain, during the century, to what may 
and shonld be her destiny. In two or 
three y ears, Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, Mis 
slssippi, Tennessee, Missouri, Arkansas, Norih 
Carolina, and other States, will be immeasur- 
ably before her. From being one of the great# 
est of the States, she will find herself one of the 
smallest. Her proud name will be gone for- 
ever. She will by degrees, and by very rapid 
ones, even If not at once, be shorn of her glory 
end her strength. She will be deserted by her 
population, who will flee from her as from a 
desolate or pestilential region. She will be tbe 
"Black Hole” of the Union. All the myriad 
flowers of prosperity that now cover her as the 
wild flowers cover the prairies, will be smitten 
by a black frost! 

Oh Kentuckians, will ye not avert such a 
doom from the State of your love and your 
pride ?

(3T The magnificent State of Texas is des- 
tined to receive a vast Immigration within the 
next few years. Her fertile fields were scarcely 
touched by the ravages of the recent war, and 
they now present the most flattering Induce- 
ments to men of enterprise in all portions of the 
country. Farmers, mechanics, capitalists, and 
members of all the professions, are there offer- 
ed a splendid field for investing industry and 
talent. After a great war, a country is apt to 
leap forward with a new and more vigorous 
impetus than ever, and Texas, having sustain- 
ed comparatively little injury from the recent 
strife, is preparing for rapid and marvelous 
strides in the pathway of wealth and greatness 
An empire within herself, she is destined, we 
tl ink, to take the lead of her sister Southern 
siates. All the advantages which natnre could 
bestow have been bounteously conferred upon 
her. In 1850, in the United State* Senate, the 
illustrious Thomas H. Benton described Texas 
as follows: 

She covers sixteen degrees of latitude and 
fourteen of longitude. SQe extends from twen- 
ty six to forty-two degrees of north latitude, 
and from ninety-six to one hundred and ten 
west longiude: that is to say, from four de- 
grees #outh of New Orleans to near four de- 
grees north of St. Louis, and from the longi- 
tude of Western Missouri to the summit of the 
Rocky Mountains. Her southeast corner is in 
the mouth of the Rio Grande, region of perpet- 
ual flowers. Hpr northwest corner Is near the 
South Pass, in the Rocky Mountains, region of 
eternal #now. She has a gulf frontier of near 
a thousand miles; a river frontier on the Rio 
Grade of two thousand miles; an indisputable 
river frontier of a thousand miles on the Ar- 
kansas; about five hundred more on the 
Red river; nearly another five hundred on the 
Sabine frontier, and an inland frontier of three 
hundred miles more between the Red river and 
the Arkansas. She has a circumference ©f above 
five thousand miles, and a superficial content 
of three hundred and fifty thousand square 
miles. She is large enough to make seven 
States of the first class, and ought for her own 
welfare, as well as that of the other State#, to 
be reduced to a reasonable size. The proper 
time for the reduction was tbe time of her ad- 
mission into the Union (1844 45), and I pro- 
posed it at that time— proposed the reduction 
and the settlement of all questions with her be- 
fore she was admitted. That proposition wa* 
overruled. She was admitted as a State with 
all her questions of extent, boundary, public 
lands, debts, and Indians unsettled; and were 
not to be settled afterward except upon her 
own terms. 

The rising generation will not elapse before 
the magnificent area now embraced by Texas 
will constitute, as Mr. Benton said, “seven 
States of the first class,” and their annual con- 
tribution to the life and vigor of the nation will 
exceed that of all her Southern sister# here- 
tofore.

But, since then, you have taken as 
frequent occasion as you could to sneer at and 
repudiate and denounce that idea of Kentucky 
neutrality which you or your name aided so 
much to establish. 

Is it not true, then, that you are great on 
neutrality — both sides?

It is to he hoped that from tho above emphatic, posi- 
tive, and explicit instructions there will be longer any 
complaints heard as to the action of the Collector of this 
port in regard to this subject. There can be no misun- 
•temding, unices willful of these Instructions. 

Kfcent developments have proven that immense 
frauds have been perpetrated by the illicit distillation 
of whisky in the United State* and smuggling from 
the British Provinces to such an extent as to deprive 
tbe Government of an enormous amount of revenue. 
Iu 1660 tha quantity of distilled liquor* in the United 
elates amounted to 58'413pw8 gallons, divided as follow*:

The present consumption is fully as great as in 1460 
and if the tax *3 V gallon was collected, the revenue 
derived would amount to *176005,972. It is stated that 
oot one-tenth of this amount is actaally collected from 
this source. 

The tax revision commission while in session in New 
York collected proof showing tho quantity of whisky, 
in the country ou the 1st of July was but little less than 
on the let of January last. The consumption of whis- 
ky during the some period was not less than thirty 
inillion gallons, which should have yielded a revenue 
of *63,000,950, instead of which sum less thau *80011,000 
bave been the receipts into the Treasury. 

It is reported that in the State of New York there are 
upward* ofalO illicit still* in operation— add to this the 
stills in the other States and it readily occurs to every 
one how much whisky they can fraudulently throw 
npon the market. 

The product efthi* illicit distiiUtioa and the Smug- 
gling from the British Provinces very nearly equal tLe 
entire consumption in the United States. 

The circular from Jay Cooke upon the National debt 
is very generally regarded as a financial mistake, in- 
tended to subserve a political as well as a temporary 
financial purpose. Tho New York Herald characterizes 
the argument therein set forth as one directly tending 
“to concentrate the debt into a few hands, and make 
the national banking system a controlling political 
power. In a few years, under its teachings, the stoat 
bulk of the evidences of public debt, as well as the real 
estate of tbe country, would pass into the hands of com- 
paratively few individuals, and thus political revolution 
would be induced and a repudiation party fostered. It 
w as by the abuse of a controlling power in property that 
tire wars of the Reformation and the French Revolution 
were brought about. The Roman Church was a domin- 
ant party because of the wealth it had amassed, and th* 
monopoly of property enjoyed by the French noblesse 
led to popular tumult. It is so at the present day to a 
great extent in the case of tho nobility ot Great Britain, 
ar.d it will probably ultimately lead to a revolution 
there. If a monopoly of property fell into the band# of 
any high class here it would be certain to provoke oppo- 
sition, which would assume the shape it has already 
dene in other countries, and the progress of the revolu- 
tion would be far more rapid. 

“But while we believe that Mr. C'hase.rep resented by 
Mr. Jay Cooke, entertains tho project of carrying the 
country back to th* feudal times, it he can, we have 
reuenn to suppose that Mr. McCulloch countenances no 
such prejtc6 aud that the Chase taction will be discon- 
certed in their schemes. Mr. Jay Cooke has very erro- 
neously argue* that national debt is a national blessing, 
whereas it is a national curse, and the sooner it is paid 
off the better, for it is not in the genius of the American 
people to carry such a burden as we have now to sup- 
port forever. To do much toward improving our finances 
is at present impossible, for the Government expendi- 
tures are still exceeding its income nearly as much per 
day as they ever did, and although some are unthinking 
enough to demand a reduction of the currency, with a 
view, we suppose, to its appreciation, it canuot at pres- 
ent be done: and il it was it would have no material in- 
fluence upon the price of gold.” 

Business has been quite active, with large or- 
ders from the river ports Memphis, Vicksburg, and 
New Oilcans, at well a* from ports up the Teoneese* 
river. The shipments of bagging and rope have been 
very heavy, tbe week’s exports amounting to upwards 
of 8010 pieces and coils. 

The stock of provisions is greatly reduced, and the 
supply of breadstuffs very limited — in other departments 
there is a fair average of supplies. The rate of freight 
to New Orleans Friday was 50c V lou. Skeeue A Co., 
manufacturers, shipped to-day to Memphis lou bbla 
K mucky petroleum. 

Tbe new wheat now arriving, mostly Mediterranean 
red, is of poor qaality, being light. The reports of tbe 
growing tobacco crops are rather discouraging. The 
yield w ill be for below that of last year, especially so in 
the Southern part of our own State and in the Clarks- 
ville, Teen., region, where, it is reported, the yield will 
not much exceed half of last year’s crop. Todd county, 
in this State, will barely give, under the most favorable 
ausp’ces, two-thirds of tbe yield of last year. In North- 
ern Kentucky it lias been much damaged by grashop- 
pers. Many formers have re-pi anted several time*. 
The hot, dry weather has done great damage to the 
glowing crop.
